THE LOSS OF THE NUNOBIKI-

Mr Miyama Raiichi, second engineer of 
the Nunol ki-mure, which foundered near 
Barren Islands, tells the following story of 
. The, Nunobiki-mare left No- 
gasaki for Forniosa on the 19th July at 1.30 
a.m, after obtaining a certificate for tho 
foreign voyage. The weather began to get 
worse in the afternoon and the batometer 


stood at 29.07 carly the following morning, 
A violent storm then sot in from the south: 
east. ‘The steamer’s course was then alter 
ed and the captain decided to run towards 
Shanghai, thinking thereby he would get 
out of the storm, The rain was pouring 
down iu torrenta: and the old craft was 
labouring heavily. Tho No, 2 buat was 
gmastied to piecss by a big wave which 
swept the deck at abuut 10 p.m. on the 
20th, By this time the ship had sprung 
several leaks anil the engine roum was 
fooled.  Shurtly afterwards the ship was} 
found to have a list to starboard.and by 
midnight the engine on that side was com- 
pletely submerged. The port aide engine 
Temaincd in good order and all the 
pumps were working well, but notwith- 
standing this the water gradually rose 
higher and the fires of the port engine were 
also put out.at 10 o'clock the following 
morning. The water in the engine room 
beenme terribly heated by the stenm snd 
ull hands had to tuke refuge on deck 
" The steamer was then in 31.16 East 
longitude and 132-44 North latitude, off 
Barren Islands. The captain gave erdors 
for the threo boats that were sound and 
whole to,be got, ready, and directed that 
the crow should. repair.to the bonts at a 
signal from him Biscuits, tinned meats, 
and water were placed in the boats, .
